The 
engineers and firemen of both trains were 
caught and with several others were buried 
beneath the débris. 

A rescuing party went to work at once and 
four corpses Were soon taken out, Lyi in 
the ditch where he had been hurled was Bag- 
gagemaster Gribber, who died in a few min- 
utes. rsons were taken from beneath 
the wreck found to be fatally injured.

- Buried in the Wreckage.

A blinding rain was falling at 
the time. A woman living in one of the cot- 
tages by the roadside says she saw the trains 
as they approached each other, but heard no 
warning whistle. Another witness says one 
short, wild shriek of the Whistle of one train 
preceded the crash. Then the locomotives 
ran into each other and tumbled down to- 
gether by the side of the track and the passen- 
ger and freight cars smashed upon them in a 
ruinous confusion of wreckage. 

A fire started. A messenger rushed to 
Cleves. The firebell rang. People rushed to 
the scene prevented wreck burning up.

The theme of the Rev. Dr. Locke’s mene 
discourse was The Resurrection a Lite 
Fact. In substance he said: 

A fierce conflict has always been waged 
against the books of scripture. The church 
is not and never bas been committed to any 
theory regarding the inspiration of the script- 
ures. There are four books of the New Testa- 
ment that have never been assailed, either as 
to their authorship or ——— They are 
Paul’s Epistle the mans, to the Galla- 
tians, and t and Second Corinthians. 
There is enough in these four gospels uadis- 
puted to establish the principles of the Chris- 
tian Church. ‘We can judge from the style 
and the argument that the man who wrote 
them was ap acute and cultured thinker. Now, 
Paul says that he had a revelation of Jesus. 
Therefore he be to preach. He went up 
to Jerusalem and found that he had the same 
doctrine as the brethren there. The main 
plank in the platform was the resurrection. 
All was staked on that. If it were not true 
that Christ had risen from the dead all was a 
lie. If it is not true today, all that has been 
done under the roof of this church and all 
churehes is a monstrous lie. People asked 
Paul for proof. He referred to 500 credible 
witnesses. In such a case would you 
not feel yourself forced to believe 
it? Do you suppose that the 
500 people were not interviewed and their 
testimony considered? Do you suppose the 
early Christians took the step lightly? Would 
they change their entire manner of life and 
thought without sifting the evidence? I do 
not think they went over like a flock of sheep, 
saying: ‘Why, Paul, you say it is true, and it 
must be so because you say so.’ That was 
not like the sharp Greeks they were. If there 
is a fact in history that has been sifted thor- 
oughly it is the resurrection.

Other.

sense. every respect the gathering was a 
credit to the good sense and growing influence of 
the women of this country. admin- 
istration, in thoughtfulness, in breadth of com- 
prebension, in variety of topics treated, the ses- 
sions of federated women could “scarcely be ex- 
celled. This movement is impartant. It is 
1 — important because in the direction of 
a broader culture of all classes of womén. 

It means, first. the hastening of a genuine sis- 
terhood of women among religious denomina- 
tions. Not all women believe in dress reform or 
woman's cuffrage, but all believe in the highest 
culture of the whole nature. Culture is a part of 
religion. Women cannot come together in the 
spirit of true culture without breaking down the 
religious barriers which divide communities into 
cliques, Carried into great general councils it 
means the extension of spirit of fraternity ali 
over the land. 

It means again a more thoughtful and judi- 
cious motherhood and a new power in home in- 
fiuence. Child training falls more to the mother 
than ever. Business divorces the father from an 
intimate companionship with the children. Love 
may be the greatest thing in the world, but it is 
not the only bing. Mere affection cannot take 
the place of a thoughtful and well-trained mind 
in the culture of child life. The mother must be 
both father and mother. Thoughtful and cult- 
ured motherhood is a growing necessity. The 
lack of it cannot be eupp by the schools. The 
home must have women who are either through 
careful reading or by actual contact in touch 
with the great affairs of the day. 

It means also that a new shade of intellectual 
acumen is coming to bear a hand in 
the solution of mental and social prob- 
lems. In general woman cannot unsex herself 
mentally. Some few may 4 the 
masculine in manner and method of thought. In 
the main there are intellectual differences which 
are fundamental, Itis not the difference of in- 
ferior and superior. It is a difference of quality. 
The masculine mind is leborious and logica 
The feminine quick and intuitive. The trained 
woman mind sees something in every truth which 
escapes the man mind. A certain fine sensibility 
of nature molds and fortifies the woman judg- 
ment. Every truth has its feminine and its mas- 
culine side. The completed sphere of a truth re- 
quires both the man and the woman mind to com- 
prehend it. Cultured women will bring a new 
meaning out of every truth dealt with. This 
sudden and general addition of woman's thought 
to the problems of life is fraught with great con- 

uences. 

inally, it means that with educated and cult- 
ured woman will come cultured children. Intel- 
lectual culture alone is not character. But true 
culture means re 
such as break the charm of evil. Love of books 
and art aud music are among the ways of right- 
eousness. A mind occupied with great thoughts 
leaves no room for the oecupancy of vice. Women 
will bring the atmosphere of their club life into 
ihe home. Better books and better papers will 
inevitably find way into the home of the club 
woman. A new intercourse will abide in the 
family. Everything considered, this movement of 
women toward a general interest in a real and 
genuine culture is the prophecy of little less than 
a social revolution.

DISCUSSED WOMAN IN RELIGION, 


Notable Exponénts Talk of Her Place and 
Work. 

At All Souls’ Church, Langley avenue and 
Oakwood boulevard, last night a crowd that 
completely filled the building and overflowed 
upon the sidewalk listened to interesting ad- 
dresses by women on Woman's Relation to 
Religious Progress. The pastor, the Rev. 
Jenkin Lloyd Jones, spoke first briefly on the 


age was due, He sp in complimentary 
terms of the first &p „Mrs. Ednah D. 
Cheney, by way of introduction. 

Mrs. Cheney said that in her opinion the 
credit was due to women more than to men 
of stripping religion of its conventionality 
and bringing it to a point where there was an 
affinity between it and the human soul. A 
favorite pastor of hers in Boston many years 
ago had earned,the love of the members of 
his congregation. Hig kindness had found 
especial favor with the young people, and on 
occasion the young men and women of his 
church had gone into the country and gath- 
ered great bunches of wild flowers with which 
they had adorned the altar the next Sunday 
morning. The pastor had been quick to 
recognize it and to see that love for 
him had prompted the action. He spoke 
of the flowers and of the lesson 
they taught, and from that time on the altar 
was never without the flowers gathered by the 
young people. In course of time there came a 
change of ministers. The new pastor looked 
at the flowers without seeing the message they 
bore and without appreciating the motive that 
had actuated the young folks in gathermg 
them. They continued for some time to gath- 
er flowers for the church and had then 
changed, and a florist furnished bouquets for 
the altar after that. This change marked 
loss of ‘affinity, the cessation of the gift of 
love, and the beginumg of the gift of con ven- 
tionality. In religious work the women had 
stripped the flowers of the mark of the florist 
and had made the offerings those of love and 
of the heart and soul. 

Mrs. Antoinette Brown-Blackwell was the 
next speaker, and in introducing her the Rev. 
Mr. Jones referred to the fact that she was the 
first woman, or one of the first women, to be- 
come a regular minister of Christianity, and 
that she had prefixed the word reverend to 
her name when such an action brought ridi- 
cule. She had been the forerunner of a noble 
army of workers in the church. 

Following Mrs. Brown-Blackwell’s short ad- 
dress was one by Mrs. Stone of Kalamazoo, 
Mich., who was instrumental in having girls 
admitted to the University of Michigan at 
Ann Arbor. She was introduced as the ah 
D. Cheney of Michigan. Mrs. Stone spoke of 
the influence exe by women in religious 
progress and expressed the belief that through 
their work in clubs ana kindred women’s or- 
ganizations they had done great good in ex- 
tending Christianity. 

“The whole history of Christianity,” said 
Mr. Jones in following, has been one of 
progress through the breaking down of con- 
ventionality. Nearly 1.900 years ago Christi- 
anity had to run from Jerusalem and take 
refuge in the plains, Since then there has 
been a neverending warefare between big- 


otry and progress, and to attain development 


the church has often had to flee from the 
ere dedicated. to ite use.

DECISION ON RIVER AND HARBOR ACT.

Judge Oh. ; 
Crvorrwatt, O., May 15.—Judge Sage of the 
United States District Court has rendered a 
decision in the case of the United States 
against the Commissioners of Muskingum 
County, O. The decision declares that the 
River and Harbor act of Congress is unconsti- 
tutional, so far as it gives to the Secretary 
of War judicial powers. The case grew 
out of an order from Secre- 
tary of War, who furnished the 
Muskingum County Commissioners plans 
and specifications for constructing a span for 
a bridge near Zanesville, O. The bridge was 
built at the expense of the State, but as it 
interfered with navigation the Commissioners 
were iostructed by the Secretary of War to 
construct a span. The Commissioners de- 
murred, saying that the structure was built 
at the State’s expense, and as the Commis- 
sioners had no money for improving the 
reer 
through a special act o ta ure. 
The work was not done and Assistant United 
States District Attorney Hooper of this city 
was instructed to file criminal proceedings 
against the Commissioners. The case resulted 
in a verdict for the government and a motion 
for a new trial was filed. Judge Sage set 
aside the verdict fortwo reasuns: First, the 
Commissioners did not, or at least were not 
iven time for appealing to the State for 
nds. They were not given time to make 
alterations. The islature could not get 
together and authorise the appropriation of 
funds. The Judge also held the River 
and Harbor act conferred upon the Secretary 
ot War judicial powers. powers are 
declared unconstitutional, on the ground that 
they are reall pug tidy ema ge The case 
will be 2 to the Uni States Circuit 
Court of Appeals and will be made a test 
case,

It the Democrats controlled the legislative 
And executive branches they would proceed to 
remodel the City Election law in such a way 
as to permit the gross frauds of other days to 
be repeated. The stuffed ballot-box and the 
repeater voting on an affidavit would reappear. 
Every safeguard which Republicans have de- 
vised would be repealed or nullified, and this 
city would furnish always illegal votes enough 
to choose Democratic State officers and Presi- 
dential Electors.

The 
Californians are convinced that free coinage 
at this time would be equivalent to national 
dishonor, the partial repudiation of debts, the 
prostration of ihdustry, and the oppression of 
the workingman. Therefore they will have 
none of it. 

Their attitude is a conservative, business- 
like one, They are practical rather than theo- 
retical. At the outset of the war many indi- 
viduals demanded that . Lincoln should 
emancipate the slaves for He had no 
doubt of the abstract righteousness of the 
proposition, but he was convinced that it 
would be inerpedient to act on it at that 
time, asit wotild do mote harm than good. 
So he resisted the pressure and waited till he 
was satisfied it could be done without injury 
to the interests of the Nation. So the Repub- 
licans of California say that free coinage is 
not expedient at this time and thus practi- 
cally array themselves in support of the de- 
mand fot honest money. This is & position 
which California, of all the Western States, 
should oceupy. 3 


NATIONAL REVENUES AND EXPENSES. 

When the McKinley Tariff bill was passed 
it was estimated by its authors that the sur- 
render of sixty millions of revenue deriv ‘ 
from sugar and wolasses would be made gc od 
to a considerable extent by the increased re- 
ceipts from other articles, the duties on which 
were raised, and that the net reduction in cus- 
tom-house receipts would not be over twenty- 
five millions. But they did not turn out to be 
good guessers. For the first ten months of 
the present fiscal year the receipts from cus- 
toms were $45,000,000 less than for the cor- 
responding ten months in 1890. 91. That 
would make a difference for the entire year 
of $54,000,000, or a loss of more than twice 
what the Committee on Ways and Means 
reckoned on. 

So great a falling off will not be permanent. 
Owing to the large stocks of some articles 
imported during the last fiscal year, such as 
tinplate, for instance, the imports during 
the present fiscal year have been unusually 
small, but as the old stocks are being worked 
off the imports are increasing. Nevertheless 
it is plain that bad crove this year, or busi- 
ness depression, might keep dutiable imports 
dowa so low that the custom-house <> em 
would not risé above what they now. 
That fact justifies the words of warning of 
Senators Sherman and Cockrell when discuss 
ing the River and Harbor bill, to the effect 
that if appropriations were not kept down it 
might be necessary to find some new means 
of raising revenue, for while there is a steady 
increase in the internal revenue receipts it is 
not a large one. 

During the last ten months the expenditures 
of the goverument exceeded the receipts a 
little. There is nothing alarming in this, for 
the customs receipts were abnormally small, 
but 1f a fifty-six million River and Harbor bill 
is passed and the revenues should not itn prove, 
owing to any casualty, what would the condi- 
tion of the Treasury be? The duty of the Sen- 
ate is to cut the bill down to more reasonab 
dimensions. Theinclination of the committee 
which reported it back seems to be to increase 
it. Should it pass itis a question whether it 
would not be the duty of the President to veto 
it in order to protect the country from a more 
than billion dollar House, It would be unfort- 
unate if work were to be stopped on some of 
the improvements which are provided for in 
it, but it might be better to delay their com- 


pletion than to ran the risk of playing smash . 


with the finances, 

For many years there have been great sur- 
pluses in the Treasury, and as a consequence 
Congress has made big appropriatioms, for it 
knew that there was an abundance of money. 
That day is past, however, and the eraof close 
and careful figuring ought to begin. The 
Senate should set the example by paring ddwn 
the bill it has before it, so that the appropria- 
tions may not outrun the revenue. With a 
reasonable River and Harbor bill there would 
be money enough for the navy and all other 
needful purposes and yet leave a small sur- 
plus in the Treasury ai the end of the year. 


CONSTRUCTION . 3 BUILD- 


A bill prepared by the American Institute 
of Architects has been reported by Mr. Tars- 
ney from the House Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds, authorizing the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to obtain plans ard speci- 
fications for public buildings to be erected 
under the supervision of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and providing for local supervision of 
their construction. The bill provides that the 
Secretary shall obtain plans, drawings, specifi- 
cations,and local supervision by the system of 
competitive examination among private archi- 
tects, not less than five being asked to com- 
pete for the designs of one building, the suc- 
cessful one to superintend the construction. 
The bill provides farther “that the general 
supervision of the work shall continue in the 
office of the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury Departinent, the Supervising Archi- 
tect to te the representative of the govern- 
ment in all matters connected with the erec- 
tion and completion of such buildings, the re- 
ceipt of proposals, the award.of contracts 
therefor, and the disbursement of moneys 
thereunder, and perform all the duties that 
now pertain to his office, except the prepara- 
tion of drawings and specifications for such 
buildings and the loca! supervision of the con- 
struction thereof, the said drawings and speci- 
fications, however, to be subject at all times 
to modification and change relating to plan or 
arrangement of building and selection of ma- 
terial therefor as may be directed by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. 

The bill reported by the committee is an ex- 
cellent one, radical as the changes are which 
it contemplates, At this time the goverament 
has nearly 300 public buildings in various 
stages of construction,and many more, proba- 
bly fifty or sixty, will be added by this Con- 
gress. It is simply impossible that one man 


can give his attention to the architectural and 


economical details of so many buildings. 
The outcome of the present old-fashioned sys- 
tem, without any special fault on the part of 
the Supervising Architect, is a waste of money 
and time, and au architecture which is a libel 
on good taste. As the committee says in its 
report: It need nof be urged that it is physi- 
cally impossible for one man to devote suffi- 
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the country. It adds emphasis to the neuss 
sity of these reforms that the Supervising 
Architect himself, who best knows the faults 
of the present system, is in favor of the bill. 
It should be passed Without delay. 


_ WHEAT FARMERS’ LOSSES. 

The latest annual report by the Railway and 
Warehouse Commission of North Dakota con- 
tains an extended statement of the relations be- 
tween the wheat-growers of the State and 
those who buy the grain from them. The lat- 
ter are alleyed to take an unfair advantage in 
one or more of various ways, the result being 
that the producer does not obtain as much 
for his grain by several cents per bushel as he 
ought to get. Under authority conferred by 
the last Legislature the commussion recently 
established such rules as were deemed need- 
ful for the regulation of the public warehouses 
and the weighing of grain, and proceeded to 
entertain allegations of unfairness or oppres- 
sion in the trade. The commission limited 
the charges to two cents per bushel for insur- 
ing and storing the grain during twenty days, 
and five cents for the six winter months. It 
also called for daily reports of the transactions 
of each elevator, the quantities of grain re- 
ceived, and the dockage, basing the price on 
that paid in Minneapolis the previous day, 
aliowing four cents per bushel for handling. 

The warehousemen refused to comply 
with these conditions. Failing to induce the 
commission to abandon its demands they op- 
erated their elevators as private houses. They 
refused to handle grain for the farmers, and 
became private buyers, subject to no rules or 
regulations that might be imposed by the 
commission. Most of the farmers sold their 
wheat to these men, but some of them 
shipped it for themselves in cars furnished by 
the railroads, The report says they received 
ix to twenty cents per bushel more than 
would have been paid by the managers of the 
local elevators, aud suggests it as probable that 
this experience will not be lost upon them. 
It hints that they will largely do their own 
shipping in the future, and leave the mterior 
buyers to reap the harvest of neglect sown by 
them in refusing to act in accordance with the 
wishes of the commission. 23 

The report includes tables giving the quoted 
prices for wheat at Duluth and Liverpool at 
corresponding dates during the last six years, 
claiming to“ include all intermediate costs 
and charges of every character.“ These 
tables show that wheat grown in North Da- 
kota last year left “‘a profit’ of some 30 
cents per bushel in the hands of intermediates. 
This was taken out in various ways, among 
which are named the dockage for dirt to an 
extent many times greater than the actual 
impurity in the grain, a lowering of the grades 
of the average farmer, and false weights. There 
is no competition: among the elevators at a 
country point. Theyiail work together. It 
is estimated that these elevators will handle 
30,000,000 bushels from the crop of last year, 
making the tremendous total of $9,000,000, of 
which the grain grower is unnecessarily de- 
prived, providing there be a loss of the 
inaximum amount on the whole quantity. 
It is suggested that the farmers must work 
out a remedy for themselves if they cannot 
obtain it from the Legislaturé, and this must 
be done by providing their owu elevators both 
in this country and in the British Isles. 

The probability is there is a big mistake in 
these figures, though they are understood to 
be indorsed by the President of the State 
Farmers’ Alliance “after investigation.” 
The intermediate handlers are in the business 
in the bope of making money, they make a 
fuir profit, and in some cases the profit may 
be more than fair in amount. But it hardly 
can be possible that the difference against the 
farmer is anything like so wide as -claimed. 
Tue Trispuxe previously has pointed out some 
important items of which the farmer may be 
ignorant, but which he would run against 
squarely if he went into the business for him- 
self. Still, the field is open to him. If the 
farmers choose to organize for the purpose of 
handling the grain on their own account they 
have a perfect right to do so, and if they can 
substantiate the claims made by the commis- 
sion they neea experience no difficulty in getting 
all the money they want to use in the process 
of conversion. If they are really being 
robbed either by domestic combinations or 
foreign syndicates the wrong ought to be 
righted, and the farmers will be doing a 
service to the rest of the community as well 
as to themselves by working for a reform. 


JUVENILE “ CRIMINALS.” 

In a recent address before the Social Science 
club of this city Mr. J. F. Geeting called at- 
tention to the illegatity as well as moral wrong 
of sending juvenile offenders to the bridewell. 
He made the point that under a ruling of the 
Supreme Court suits for violation of city or- 
dinances are civil cases. No judgment can be 
entered against a minor in a civil case until a 
defense by guardian has been made, the de- 
fendant cannot confess judgment of his own 
accord, nor with consent of his guardian, but 
a general denial or plea of not guilty must be 
entered and strict proof is required. In many 
cases boys arrested for larceny or under some 
other criminal charge are induced to have 
it changed to “disorderly ”’ so as to bring it 
under a city ordinances, a plea of guilty is 
entered, anda fine imposed, when the court 
should know that no violation of the ordinance 
has been committed. In many of these cases 
the parents are not even notified, nor a guard- 
ian ad litem appointed. Finés are imposed 
and the accused committed to the bridewell, 
there to remain till the fines and costs are 
liquidated at the rate of fifty cents per day. 

Passing by the injustice of incarcerating 
these boys among senior offenders and the 
degradation both of the commitment and the 
surroundings of prison life, the point is made 
that all this is done illegally. Under the 
lay as declared by the courts the commit- 
ment to the bridewell for such offenses is not 
a sentence to punish for wrong done, but to 
compel payment of a fine to the city. In oth- 
er words, it isto enforce a civil judgment— 
coercion to compel an act to be done. There- 
fore no such power to commit can be applied 
to fines against minors, The law incapaci- 
tates them from controlling their property 
and accordingly from complymg with the 
judgment of the court. The law cannot 


through the courts coerce a minor by impris- 


onment to do. that which it prevents him from 


youthful offenders on ordinary criminal of- 


fenses, as most of those arrested by the police 


do not belong to the more intelligent or edu- 
cated classes. But that fact does not warrant 
the method of dealing with them adopted by 
the police magistrate. He has no right to 
charge them with the violation of some city 
ordinance which they have not disobeyed, 
and still less is he justified in sending them to 


the bridewell that his own ideas of law and 


justice may be enforced without an opportu- 
nity for making a defense in the proper court. 
What to do with these juvenile offenders may 
be a vexed question, but they ought not to ba 
punished by illegal methods, especially when 
that punishment involves so much demorali- 
zation as is inevitable from making them as- 
sociate with old and hardened criminals in 
the bridewell. 


DECREASING INTEREST ON CAPITAL. 
The report of the trustees of the Allen C. 
Lewis estate in this city contains a statement 


that may be commended to the attention of 


the many who think that the relation between 
labor and capital is constantiy growing in 
favor of the latter. When Mr. Lewis died, in 
1877, an interest of 8 and even 10 per cent was 
easily obtainable for the of thoney. In- 
terest has now fallen to 5 per cent, or less, 
and that fact is cited as the reason for delay 
in carrying out the intentions of the testator. 
The fund did not grow so rapidly as he had 
calculated on, and therefore the trustees were 
obliged: to let it accumulate beyond the 
amount fixed upon by him, as otherwise the 
interest would not have been sufficient to main- 
tain the institute after it was opened. 

Within the last fifteen years the rates of in- 
terest obtainable in Chieago have declined 
nearly 50 per cent. The judicious investment 
of $100,000 formerly could be made to yiela an 
annual income of not far from $10,000; now 
the same sum can hardly be made to return 
$5,000 per year to the owner. who is not will- 
ing to risk his capital in speculative ventures 
of securities that cannot be depended on tose- 
cure. The earning power of a stated amount 
of capital is thus little more than half what it 
was fifteen years ago. The earning power has 
shrunk fully 50 per cent in the last twenty 
years. In other words, the use of the $30,000,- 
000,000 worth of real and personal property of- 
ficially estimated to be in the United States in 
1870 was then worth as much per year for 
lending purposes as is the little in excess of 
double that valuation of all kinds of property 
in the country today 

It may be objected that this comparison 
will not hold good in regard to income that 
ean be realized by the owner from the use of 
lands and buildings. Probably so, but in that 
case the change is all the more conspicuous 
forthe owners of mérchandise and money. 
The cost of handlmg and transporting the 
first, and of using the second, has decteased 
one-half in the interval named, while the 
earning values of rea) estate have been less 
strongly reduced. The showing is emphatic- 
ally a disadvantageous one by the side of labor, 
the compénsation for which has actually in- 
creased in the meantime. The average worker 


now feceives more per day, and for a shorter 
day at hak’ kes he e 
reckoning the compensation on a gold basis, 


which is the rule followed in the computation 
of property values and interest thereon. 

Capital has grown in value, but each unit of 
it is of only half the earning value of the unit 
around the time of our great fire. On the 
other hand, the number of workers, that is, the 
supply of labor, has vastly increased; while 
there has been an appreciable gain in the 
earning power of the labor unit, and a fur- 
ther advantage due to the cheapening of very 
many of the things which the worker has to 
consume. He may have to pay more for 
rent, but if so he lives in) a better house, and 
presumably takes more comfort in and from 
it than from the old one. He is able to buy 
food and clothing and transportation and 
personal luxuries for a less number of dollars, 
and this is not because of reduced 
wages to those engaged im the produc- 
tion ‘of those articles, but for the 
reason that the cost of production has 
been decreased by labor saving processes, and 
the lessened earning power of capital is ac- 
companied by a corresponding shrinkage in 
the costs of handling and transportation. In 
consequence of all this the worker who is 
prudent has had opportunities for saving a 
portion of his eafnings and putting them by in 
the bank or investing them in a home or in 
provision for his wife and children in the 
event of his death. The workers ean become 
capitalists and many of them are im that class, 
their little accumulations drawing inte rest at 
the bank or enabling them to avoid the pay- 
ment of rent. They are rising relatively to 
the large owners of capital, as the latter find 
an ever increasing difficulty in employing 
their funds safely where the money will earn 
what is considered a fair rate of interest, and 
the competition between capitalists is even 
now far more severe thdn that among the 
workers.

THE DOWN-DRAFT FURNACE. 

The recent discussion of the smoke nui- 
sauce in this city and the best means for pre- 
venting it have écarcely done full justice to 
the merits of dowu-draft oombustion as a cure 
for the evil. The facts stated in Taz Trrecye 
since the beginnmg of this year warrant the 
belief that if the down-draft furnace were sub- 
stituted for the up-draft on all boilers, marine, 
locomotive, and stationary, the saving of pow- 
erfora given quantity of fuel would be at 
least 25 per cent. On thousands of stationary 
plants the gait would be 40 to 50 per cent, 
constituting a most important item in the line 
of economy, besides doing away with the mis- 
erable defiling smoke nuisance, which itself 
causes great damage to property in addition 
to personal discomfort and injury to the health 
of thousands, ae 

There is perhaps no one device that prom- 
jes better results in the direction of economy 
yet to be gained in the production of steam 
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commends itself powerfully to steam · pruduo- 


ers as a great saver of fuel, and that in the most 


economical way, the chief requisite addition 


to the ordinary furnace space being a little 
more room, and that mostly in the vertical di- 
rection. The saving is so great in proportion 
to the cost of adopting the appliance that it is 
a wonder it has not been brought into very 
extensive use ere this, and the fact can only 
be accounted for by reference to the conserv- 
atism which makes the average man back- 
ward to accept improvements on processes 
that seem to him to be moderately satisfac 
tory. Understanding the old, or thinking he 
does, aud being ignorant of the value of the 
new, he lets the latter alone till forced, m by 
finding that his competitors have gained & 
great advantage over him by making the 
change. Then he comes in fast enough. 
Probably it must be in this manner that the 
down-draft plan of combustion will go into 
general use for steam-making. —_

Its Position on the Sewer Question Bitter- 


ly Assailed—Statements in Its Defense 
Mr, Aldtich Explains His Position in 
the Matter—Legal Opinion Regarding 
the Permit—Ald. Mann Relates the His- 
tory of the Movement trom Which the 
Trouble Has Resulted. 
At Saturday’s mass-meeting, 
purpose of denouncing the Washington Park 
club and Commissioner Aldrich, Ald. O'Neill, 
Mr. Hackney, Mr. Rose, Dr. Oder, and others 
declared it was decidedly small business for a 
elub representing hundreds of millions of dol- 


lars and owning eighty acres of land valued 
at $2,000,000 to attempt to keep a large 
territory out of sewer facilities for tne pur- 
pose of saving a paltry $19,000; that several 
years ago the club successfully defeated an as- 
sessment of $6,000, which was levied for the 
purpose of erecting a pumping station at Six- 
ty-first street and running mains to 
drain as far west as State street, 
A bitter ensued which was taken to the 
Supreine rt. It resulted in the formation 
of a small district, now known as the Wood- 
lawn including only territory east of 
rove avenue. 

Dr. E. A. Oder: “Several years 
the opposition of the club prevented all 
territury between 2232 Grove avenue and 
State street and Sixty-first and Seventy-first 
streets trom having sewers. All the time its 
offensive sewe was pumped into a marsh 
west of South Park avenuein spite of the 
vigorous protests of the le, who felt that 
their health was being endangered by the 
poisoned vapors arising from the marsh. - 

“With the immense enhancement in value 
of land and the phenomenal increase of popu- 
lation, sewers have become an absolute neces- 
sity. For this reason a scheme was inaugu- 
rated for the formation of a drain or sani- 
tary district to include all the deprived 
of sewers by the opposition of the Washing- 
ton Park club and other objectors. This 
district was to include ali land lying between 
the lake and State street, south of Sixty-sev- 
enth street and the territory between Cottage 
Grove gvenue and State street Detween Sixty- 
seventh and Sixty-first streets, Pumpi 
works were to be erected at Seventiet 
street and Yates avenue, near the lake shore, 
and from it were to be run mains west on 
Seventy-first street to Madison avenue, north 
on Madison avenue to Sixty-seventh street, and 
west on Sixty-seventh to State street. To 
defray the cost of the Pumping station 
and the mains, which would amount in all to 
$300,000, a general assessment of a little less 
than SI a front foot for lots less than 125 feet 
deep and $1.25 a foot for lots over 125 feet in 
depth was provided. Besides this, property- 
owners were to pa: for the connecting lateral 
mains. The total cost fora complete system 
was estimated at $2.50 a front foot. This all 
the resident property-owners profess to be 
eager to pay, the only objectors being holders 
of unimproved land for speculative purposes 
and the Washington Park club. This club set 
up the plea that the assessment was exorbitant 
and unjust. On the other hand we have been 
assured that it is assessed on exactly the same 
basis as were ite despised noighbers.”’ 

Ald, O’Neil’s Estimate. 

Ald, O'Neill at the mass-meeting held at 
Murray’s Hall Saturday night estimated that 
if the platted streets alleys were run 
through the total frontage represented in the 
— acres covered by the club grounds 
would represent over 20,000 feet frontage, and 
that as the assessment was only $19,000 the 
club was actually at less than $1 a 
front foot, or I rate than that 
paid by the humble seholders. When the 
Washington Park club purchased its site in 
1883 for $200,000 it was surrounded 
by an open prairie, and, as every- 
body t bt, was far enough removed 
to be an i®convenience to nobody.

Presbyterian Bishops Diseuss the Question 
at Omaha—Bishop Ninde’s Plan. 

Omana, Neb., May 15.—Probably the larg- 
est concourse of people that ever attended a 
‘religious meeting in Omaha attended the 
mass-meeting in Exposition Hall this after- 
noon. The special theme was the American 
Sabbath, and Col Elliott F. Shepard of New 
York, Bishop Warren, Bishop Ninde, J udge

Lans, Mich., May 15.—[Special. }—The 
crop bulletin of the Michigan weather service 
shows that the average total rainfall for the 
last week was 1.46 inches, or .69 inch above 
the normal, It was heaviest in the southern 
counties, diminishing generally toward the 
north. The sunshine was below the average 
throughout the State, thus rotardimg the 
growth of crops generally in the southern 
counties. 

Excessive rains have done some damage to 
wheat on low ground, but oats and barley 
have been more extensively injured. 
Corn planting is far behind. In the 
central counties classes of 
farm work have been retarded: In most of 
the counties of this section wheat, grass, and 
pastures are doing weil and promise a heavy 
crop. For the State, while rainfall has 
been very * and the weather cool, crops 
in the und do not appear to have been 
seriously damaged except on low lands. A 
week or two of warm weather would put crops 
of all kinds in gocd condition. 

Fruit prospects are excellent and the grow- 
ers are sanguine of a full crop. 


Fruit Prospects Are Good.

makes skulls to order for living customers! 
For years the leading surgeons of England, 
Continental Europe, and America have con- 
tended that idiots were such on account 
of a lack of skull space rather than 
on account of any defect of the 
brain. After having thoroughly studied 
the relations of the brain to the skull 
space, Dr. Lannelonge resolved to try putting 
an addition to the bony brain-pan of a poor

BEKING SEA ARBITRATORS, 


The Names of the Americw Representa- 
tives to Re Sent ta theses te This Week. 
Wiesntvoron, D. C., May 15.—[Special. |— 

The President will probably send in the names 
ot Justice Harlan and Senator Morgan as Ber- 
ing Sea arbitrators this week. The selection 
of these two men is looked on as a fortunate 
one. Great Britain and the rest of Europe 
have great admiration for the Supreme Court 
of the United States, and their respect for 
the impartiality of the American ar- 
bitrators will de increased by the 
knowledge that the Supreme Court 
is represented in the arbitration. Justice 
Harlan is a very clear-hvoaded lawyer, and his 
decisiuns are noted for their vigorous tone. 
Senator Morgan is the leader of the Demo- 
cratic minority on the Foretgn Relations com- 
mittee. While a very pronounced partisan in 
domestic matters he has always risen above 
the party in his discussion ot matters affect- 
licy of the country. He 
has a wonderful fund of informatiou and will 
probably be unequaled among the arbitrators 
in his knowledge of detail. He is also looked 
upon as a good lawyer. 

The fact that en Minister E. J. Phelps is to 
be the chunsel in the case for the United 
States emphasizes the freedom from party 
bias with which everything felating to the 
Bering Sea controversy has — conducted 
by the administration. The sole aim hus 
been to insure the strongest ible presenta- 
tion of the case of the United States. Ex- 
Minister John W. Foster, who acts as agent, 
is an adept in diplomatic affairs. 

Nothing is known here about the probable 
selection of the British arbitrators, except that 
one of them will be a Canadian, possibly Sir 
Charles Tucker. The formal ratifications of 
the treaty having been exchanged between 
Great and the United States it will 
now bein orderto ask the Governments of 
France, Italy, and Sweden and Norway to 
designate the jurists of distinguished reputa- 
tion who are to represent them in the arbi- 
tration. Itis thought that the Arbitration 
Commission will begin its session in Paris 
some time durmg September. 


NEW REVE UE CUTTER, 


One May Be Built to Take the Piace of 
the Andrew Johnueon. 

Wasutnetor, D. C., May 15.—[Special. |— 
It is probable that within a few weeks another 
revenue cutter will be authorized to be built 
for service on Lake Michigan, with station at 
Milwaukee, to take the place of the Andrew 
Jubnson, which was constructed over a quar- 
ter of a century ago. Already the Senate has 
passed a bill appropriating $275,000 for the 
construction of two new cutters, but the 
Hous Committee on Commerce reduced the 


amount to $150,000 and provided for the build- 
ing of one first-class reveuue cutter for ser- 
vice on the great lakes. 

This vessel is to have a displacement of 450 
tons, to be 180 feet long by 30 feet beam, and 
must be so constructed a uipped as to se- 
cure a 5 Ape of not less than fifteen knots per 
hour. In submitt its favorable report on 
this proposition the House committee says: 

AY is required to take the place of the rev- 
enue steamer Johnson, stationed at Milwaukee, 
Wis., with cruising grounds covering Lakes Mich- 
igan and Superior. I. been built over twen- 
ty-five years ago the bull of the Johanson is nearly 
worn out and its machinery is of an obsolete 
type. Besides the vessel is an old side-wheel 
craft and requires frequent and expensive repairs. 
The Johnson is now worn out and no longer fit 
for service. It is absolutely necessary that the 
government should construct a revenue cutter to 
take the place of this vessel, and this necessity 
will be apoarent when it is stated that the Andrew 
Johnson during the last six anda half years has 
cruised 52.553 miles, has boarded 8,100 vessels,

COUNTERFEITING AS A FINE ART. 


Queer Instances Gathered in the Treasury 
Department at Washington. 

Kate Fields Washington: It will be re 
membered that there has been trouble over $2 
bills bearing the Hahcock head ever since 
September of 1890, It was in that month 
that one of the counters in the Redemption 
Division threw out a note for after-considera- 
tion. The fingers of tnese women bee me 
so sensitive to the feeling of the govern- 
ment paper that they throw out instinct. 
ively every bill which does not feel 
right. Such rejected notes are afterward 
closely examined, so that the public may be 
warned. This was a $2 note with the check 
letter A, Treasurer Jordan’s signature, and a 
large seal. Shortly after people were told to 
look out for all $2 bills of this aescription 
which should lack a dot over the “i” in 
„Register of the Treasury and the period at 
the end. The general public is not able to 
tell the difference in the paper, and does not 
carry a microscope about with it to look for 
minute defects in engraving, therefore it has 
to be given something distinctive, when possi- 
bie, which it can see. 

I say “when possible” advisedly,’ for 28 
soon as the counterfeiters learned of this offi- 
cial bulletin they proceeded to get out an- 
other issue with this error corrected. It was 
still a $2 note with Hancock's head and Jor- 
dan’s signature. ‘The seal, too, was large, and 
vf the proper shade to belong with check-let- 
ter B. Presumably the only change was in 
the check letters. Again deft fingers detected 
the difference in paper, but this time the 
most noticeable mechanical defect was 
microscopical. Each coraer of the note, 
it will be remembered, is embellished with 
a figure 2, but it ig not genéraily known 
that each figure two is in its turn adorned 
with several printed “two’s” in micro. 
sevpical letters. In the counterfeit the en- 
graver had some of the minute words back- 
ward, so that they read “owt.” The public 
was warned of this. . 

Again the counterfeiter went patiently to 
work. His next effort differed from ‘ts pred- 
ecessor in bearing the check-letter C and its 
accompanying small seal. The microscopical 
words were fixed by blurring the t and 
the o so that only the W was plain, and 
it took a strong glass to show this defect, but 
it bore the name of Treasurer Jordan. 

Another warning was followed by another 
change. This time the name of Treasurer 
Jordan had t bs changed to Hyatt, and the 
tail of the J could not wholly eliminated 
from the margin witheot risking the total 
destruction of the valuable plate, so the 
counterfeiters left it in, and now we have a 
brand-new variety of $2 notes. 

Of course no one knows how long it takes 
to make a $20 bill with pen and brush, for 
none of these wonderful penmen have ever 


skillful a workman could make more money 
ut an houester trade. One thing seems to be 
certain—vcounterfeiting runs in families. In 
one of the pictuted groups, four persons out 
of sixteen are of one name dad five of an- 
other, and Tam told that the two families 
were neafly related. One branch of the 
Smith family, I regret to say, has been a 
source of special. anxiety to the government. 
Their work was mainly done in Canada, and 
All the scolds of this from the great- 
rand father down—male and female—have 
distinguished themselves in their own peculiar 
ine. 

Since the passage of a law which makes it a 
crime to have in one’s possession counter- 
feits, or even pictures, of any coin. curreucy, 
or government stamps, there has been a turn- 
ing into the department of many curios of 
tnis kind, which people have had in private 
collections or which banks have kept for their 
own pleasure or p Such things are at 
present dangerous to have in the house—ai- 
most as dangerous as dynamite if one chances 
to have an enemy mean enough to take ad- 
vantage of the law. 

One of the pen-and-brush bills is a $20 note 
with Hamiiton’s head. There are two speci- 
mens of this—one is quite fresh and not easi- 
ly d , the other is worn, and shows 
plainly that it did not wear so well as a genu- 
ine note should. 

Another method of counterfeiting is the 
raising of a note from one denomination to a 
higher. A few months there died in the 
Columbus Penitentiary ter McCartney. 
Many years ago he was arrested for counter- 
feiting and sentenced to this pesitentiary for 

fteen years. He served out his term, and as 
soon as it was over went straight to New Or- 
leans and coinmenced to raise $1 notes to $100. 
Within four weeks from the time he left the 
prison he was back in it again for another 
fifteen years. This time died before his time 
was over. 

Thus cvunterfeiting seems not only inherit- 
ed but an ungovernable passion. It is a pity 
that no legitit ate use has yet been found for 
such wonderful talents. 

Everybody knows the tale of the man who 
was in the employ of the government and was 
a counterfeiter. It was years ago, when the 
government put out part of its work by the 
piece to bank note companies. This man had 
the job of making the plates for printing some 
United States bonds. hile making the or- 
dered tee he made a duplicate set for 
printed the bonds, and very

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


Never in the history of financial affairs have in- 
terest rates for money been lower than they are 
now at all the financial centers of the world. In 
London time money has been loaned as low as & 
of 1 per cent ber annum, and call loans have been 
made at % of 1 per cent per annum. There were 
well authenticated cases during the week of call 
loans made in Chicago asdow as 3 percent. This 
is the lowest point money was ever loaned at 
here. Thesame extremely low rates extend on 
through the West. Money is as easy at Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul as it is in Chicago. 

Oue of the significant features of the situation 
and One which is a natural consequence of the ex- 
tremely low rates of interest is the springing to 
life of new enterprises. Financial promoters have 
come to the conclusion that the fears of investors 
are pretty much over and that the proper kind of 
securities will find a good market. A nota- 
bie combination of packing interests was an- 
nounced here during the week. A number 
of packing houses are brought together on 
the same general plan of former English syndic- 
ate overations. and the securities will soon be of- 
fered to English and American investors. The 
readiness with which the underwr iting of the se- 
curities was undertaken indicates that the judg- 
ment of the promoters was not amiss 
in thinking the present time auspicious for 
the floating of a new enterprise. There 
are other manifestations of this kind in the East. 
Several important companies are about to be 
brought out there and the confidence of investors 
will be tested. It is said that the great iron in- 
terests with which Mr. Carnegie is connected are 
about to be consolidated and their securities 
floated on the American and * market.
